WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—A_ special 
emergency resolution carrying an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 for use in bring- 
ing Americans out of Mexico was 
passed by the House of Representa- 
tives to-night at the urgent request of 
Secretary of State Bryan. 

In a letter to Representative Oscar W. 
Underwood asking that the appropria- 
tion be made, Secretary Bryan said that 
in addition to the obligation on this 
Government to enable Americans to 
‘eave Mexico ‘‘there are political rea- 
sons which render it of the highest im- 
portance that the work which is being 
earried on should not be brought to a 
sudden stop.’ 

No explanation of 
statement was given. 

The Urgent Deficiency bill passed by 
the House this week carried a similar | 
appropriation of $100,000, but that bill | 
is tied up in a Senate committee and 
cannot become a law in time to supply} 
the State Department with the funds it | 
needs at once for the relief work. The | 
Senate is expected to pass the joint ; 
resolution at once, so that it can be} 
signed immediately on the return of 
President Wilson to Washington next 
week.

Underwood Its Sponsor. 

Chairman Underwood of the Ways and 
Means Committee, who is the Demo- 
cratic Party leader in the House, of- 
fered the special joint resolution carry- 
ing the $100,000 appropriation soon after 
the House met to-night. He explained 
that he just hed received a communica- 
tion from Secretary Bryan saying that 
the State Department unexpectedly 
found itself with less than $12,000 avail- 
able for relieving Americans in Mexico, 
and was spending money for that pur- 
pose at the rate of $2,000 daily. Accord- 
ing to those figures, the money now 
available for that purpose will be ex- 
hausted inside of a week. 

Mr. Underwood was asked by Repre- 
sentative Kelley of Pennsylvania 
whether it was the purpose to spend the 
$100,000 called for by the joint resolu- 
tion in addition to the item of $100,000 
earried by the Urgent Deficiency bill. 
He answered that such was not the pur- 
pose. The object of the joint resolution 
was to make the necessary $100,000 
available before the Urgent Deficiency 
bill could be come a law. He sald if the 


other item of $100,000. carried in the 
Urgent Deficiency bill were not all need- 
ed, it could be stricken from the bill, 
but that if it were needed it would be 
retained. 

In his letter under to-day’s date to 
Mr. Underwood, explaining the situa- 
tion, Secretary Bryan states that tl 
amount already spent from the emer- 
fency appropriation since June 1 for re- 
lief and transportation of Americans in 
and from Mexico is $52,788.29; that this 
has been taken from the emergency 
fund, and it is important that the fund 
be reimbursed, to put the department in 
position to meet other demands. 


Mr. Bryan sugzested that in addition 
to appropriating the $100,000 now called 
for to be appropriated by joint resolu- 
tion, at least half of the $100,000 ite i 
the Urgent Deficiency bill also gheuid 
be_ made available in that measure. 

Secretary Bryan’s letter follows: 


My dear Mr. Underwood: At the time the 
department's recommendations to Congress 
were made for an appropriation for the re- 
lief of Americans in Mexico, and even as 
late as the time when the Deficiency bill 
containing the proposed appropriation was 
reported to the House, it was believed that 
the appropriation for emergencies arising 
in the Diplomatic and Consular Service 
would be sufficient to cover the expenses 


of extending relief to Americang in Mexico 
and transporting them to their homes in 


the United States, until the Deficiency bill 
becomes law. ; 


=« 


Needs Bigger Than Expected. 

Contrary to expectations, the expendi- 
tures have increased more rapidly than 
was anticipated, until the department now 
finds itself with less than $12,000 available, 
and a daily expenditure for relief and 


transportation of, approximately, $2,000. 
In view of the fact that the Deficiency bill 
is still pending in the Committ A in 
priations of the Senate and will not heonens 
law before the available appropriations 
have been exhausted, it is essential that 
there should be placed at the department’s 
Cisposal at once a sufficient sum to en-- 
able it to carry out the work of rellef and 
Prevent the hardships and dissatisfaction 
which a discontinuance of that work would 
entail. 

Besides the obligation resting upon this 
Government, under existing conditions, of 
affording a safe and speedy means by 
which Americans may leave Mexico and 
reach their homes !n the United States, 
tuere are political reasons which render it 
of the highest importance that the work 
which is being carried on should not be 
brought to a sudden stop. 

The amount already expended from the 
emergency appropriation since June 1, 1913, 
for the relief and transportation of Ameri- 
eans in and from Mexico is at the present 
moment approximately $52,788.29. Nearly 
all of this amount has been expended since 
March 4, 1913. It is highly important that 
the emergency fund be reimbursed by the 
amount so expended, in order that the de- 
partment may be {fn position to meet other 
requirements upon it for the remainder of 
the year. 

If the preposed appropriation shall be 
made there will be left for purposes of re- 
Nef and transportation after the reimburse- 
ment of the emergency fund only $47,211.71, 
which will probably be inadequate for the 
purpose for which it is intended. 

It is therefore suggested that all, or at 
least half, of the appropriation proposed to 
be made in the Deficiency bill be retained 
in that measure and be placed at the dispo- 
sition of the Secretary of State, in case he 
should be cailed upon to afford relief and 
transportation to an amount in excess of 
that appropriated by the appended reso- 
lution. 

According to Mr. Bryan’s letter, he 
would like to have the appropriation of 
$100,000 carried in the Urgent Deficiency 
bill, as well as the additional $100,@00 
rovided for in the resolution which the 

ouse passed to-night, making $200,000 
altogether.

Forced to Cut Conference on ! and 
Law to Keep His Lecture Dates.

an attack on the Catholic Church, 
Mayor R. B. Gue ordered out a company 
of National Guardsmen and placed the 


| city under martial law. 


‘Boe Mayor took that action because 
he feared that the intense hatred stirred 


up between religious sects. would result 
in rioting. Open threats of violence 
have been made. The ex-priest can- 
celed his engagement at the request of 
the Mayor, and was escorted by a detail 
of guardsmen to the home of J. W. Mc- 
Peek, whose guest he has been the last 


week. 


Saloons, stores, public buildings, and 
places of amusement have been closed 
and the Seventh Regiment guardsmen 
are patrolling the streets. 

The trouble has been brewing in New 
Lexington ever since Mr. Crowley was 
brought here by an anti-Catholic news- 
paper to make an address. The ex- 
priest says he will test in the /courts 
the Mayor's right to prevent him from 
delivering his address. 


KEENE’S AUTO RECOVERED. 


Stolen and Left Damaged In Yon- 


kers Garage. 


A racing automobile left at Nadwor- 
ney’s garage in Yonkers on Monday by 
two men, who failed to return for the 
machine after a broken spring and dam- 
aged wheel had been repaired, was iden- 
tified to-day as the car of Foxhall 
Keene, which was stolen a week or so 
ago. 

Suspicion of the garage proprietor was 
aroused when the machine was not 
called for, and he notified the police. 
The license plate had been removed, but 
the engine number was found to be 
1,176. From the manufacturers the po- 
lice learned that the racer was recently 
sold to Mr. Keene. When Mr. Keene 
was notified at the Meadow Brook Club 
yesterday he said the car was probably 
the one that had been stolen from him. 
His chauffeur came here, identified the 
car, and was ullowed to take it away. 


LINER GEORGIA IN TROUBLE. 


Ba) State Eoat’s Trip Halted and 
Passengers Threaten Sulit.

PROVIDENCE, Sept. 12.—The Bay 
State liner Georgia, which put out for 
New York last ‘evening, broke down 
off Warwick Neck in Narragansett Bay 
eighteen miles from her dock and an- 
chored there all night. A break in her 
steering gear caused the trouble, 

The passengers were kept aboard all 
night, and when the Tennessee came fn 
from New York this morning they were 
transferred to that vessel and returned 
to the wharf here. Most of them were 
boiling with rage when they arrived 
here. Some of them demanded rail 


transportation to New York, -This was 


refused, they said, although the agent 
offered to refund ticket and stateroom 
money, or provide transportation by the 
Tennessee to-night.

The girl disappeared on Aug. 16 while 
she was on a trip to Tarrytown with 
her mother, Mrs. Marietta Day. She 


had been employed as a machine oper- 
ator in a mill, and her mother believed 
at the time she disappeared that she 
had taken a new place. 

After two weeks had passed and no 
word was received from her, the family 
of the girl became alarmed. When he 
first read of the young woman whose 
body had been dismembered, Francis 
Day feared that it was his sister. 
made two trips to Volk’s Morgue and 
talked with employes there about the 
body. The answers to some of his 
questions convinced him at first that 


the murdered woman was not his sister | 


after all. A 

Young Day said last night that the 
circumstance which convinced him 
finally that the murdered woman was 
his sister was the discovery that a 
young surgeon, with whom she had been 
infatuated, had returned to Brooklyn 
after several months’ absence. 

On this account, Day resolved yester- 
day to inspect the parts of the body in 
the Hoboken Morgue. 
at the birthmark on the shoulder 
his doubts vanished. While he had not 
recognized the mark absolutely from 
newspaper photographs, he said there 
could be no question but that the 
blemish was one which he had seen on 
the shoulder of his missing sister. 
Young Day said that other distinguish- 
ing marks which would appear, if the 
rest of the body was found, were two 
gold upper teeth and a chocolate col- 
ored mark on the left arm near the 
elbow, 


Description of Day Girl. 


Antoinette Day, Mtr brother said, was 
23 years old, and 5 feet 1 inch in height. 
Her complexion was dark and her skin 
unusually fine. When she was last seen 
by the family, he said, she was dressed 
in a cream-colored dress trimmed with 
black velvet. She wore a black hat of 
fine straw. Pinned on her dress was a 
woman’s gold hunting case watch. 

Detective Regan of the Butler Street 
Station, who was the first to hear the 
brother’s story, investigated on the the- 
ory that she had been murdered by a 
young surgeon. He said last night that 
nothing had developed as yet that point- 
ed out any one very definitely as the 
murderer of the girl. 

Inspector Faurot, said that the identi- 
fication of the body was the first real 
step made toward the detection of the 
murderer. At midnight he said that the 
police had notning except vague sus- 
picion to go by and that much work 
would have to done before the guilty 
person could be mamed. 

Antoinette Day’s father has been dead 
for several years. Hér mother is living, 
and she has two younger sisters, Emma 
and Mary. Besides Francis, she had 
one other brother named Salvatore. Mrs. 
Day is of Italian parentage. Her hus- 
band was an Englishman. 

The Inspector and Acting Captain 
Coghlan of the Brooklyn Detective Bu- 
reau, after a day’s work which pro- 
duced promising results, stayed late at 
Police Headquarters last night talking 


with the boy, and they said there was a 


chance that the murder would be cleared 
up in a few hours, 

The surgeon, accused by the girl's 
brother, ts 29 years old, and is a gradu- 
ate of the Long Island College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons. 

According to the boy’s story, his sis- 
ter had been the object of marked -at- 
tentions from the young surgeon before 
he departed for the West. In August 
the family of the ycung woman discov- 
ered that she was facing motherhood, 
and, according to the story told to the 
police, they held the surgeon responsible 
for this. 

The family made no report to the 
police when the girl departed from home 
on Aug. 16, a that her disgrace 
might become public. They were not 
alarmed at first when they read of 
the discovery of part of the dismem- 
bered body of a young woman in the 
river. When they heard, though, that 
the surgeon they accused had returned 
to Brooklyn at about the same time 
their daughter had disappeared, they 
became alarmed, and it was then that 
the story was first told to the police. 

The principal reason the police had 
yesterday afternoon for believing that 
they were on the right trail was sup- 

lied by S. H. Hurwitz, a druggist at 
Diehth Avenue and 147th Street, who 
scld two sheets of tar paper in which 
it was believed the two parts of the 
torso of the murdered woman were 
wrapped. The boy and two Headquar- 
ters detectives showed him the picture 
of the class of forty-six members of 
the Long Island College of Physicians 
and Surgeons with which the suspected 
man was graduated. 


Identifies Suspected Man. 


Hurwitz hesitated. at first when he 
was asked if he saw any one in the 
group who resembled the purchaser of 
the tar paper. After a close study of the 
photograph, he put his finger on the 
picture of the suspected man. While he 
said that he thought there was a strong 
resemblance between the man in the 
photograph and the disheveled man who 
ran into his shop and bought the two 
sheets of paper, he added that he was 
by no means sure of his identity. Even 
if he should_see the man face to face, 
Hurwitz said that he was not certain 
that he could identify him. 

George Sachs. proprietor of the furni- 
ture store at Eighth Avenue and 147th 
Street, looked at the picture and said 
that he could see no one in it who re- 
called to his mind the purchaser of the 
pillow avhich was found in the Hudson 
River a week ago and which contained 
the upper nart of the torso of the mur- 
dered woman. 

This pillow, the wire and tar panpef 
which surrounded it, and the pillow 
slip, wire, and tar paper which were 
rapped around the second part of the 
body were taken away by detectives 
last night from Volk’s Morgue at Ho- 
boken. It was believed that they were 
removed to Police Headquarters in this 
citv. It was said last night that the 
pillow-slip with the initial ‘‘A’’ em- 
hroidered on it ‘had heen taken to 
Rrooklyn to be shown to the sister of 
the missing girl. No word oy’this sub- 
ject could be obtained last night from 
Insvector Faurot. 

Chief of Police Marey of North Ber- 
gen, N. J.. sald yesterday that a blood- 
stained shoe had been found fn a motor 
boat at Weehawken, N. J. The motor 
boat had been hired, he said. by two 
men shortly before the fragments of the 
dismembered body were found. Chief 
Marcy refused to sav whether the shoe 
was a man’s or a Wwoman’s.

Predicts a New Auto Era. 


In an article accompanying its diy 
patch, Rider and Driver will say: 


Entirely aside from the importance of 
the motor that was the subject of the 
transaction, the fact that the company 
bears ,the name of Mr. Rockefeller and 
that four of the incorporators are attorneys 
closely identified with him and with Stand- 
ard Ofl interests proves, among other 
things, that Standard Oil capital has act- 
ually entered the automobile industry, not 
as a minority” stockholder in individual 
companies but as the controlling force in 
a manufacturing company that is-likely to 
open up a new era in the development of 
motoring. 

The Rockefeller engine, as it will now be 
known, is a single sleeve motor with wa- 
ter-cooled jackets, so arranged that the 
problem of lubricating the sleeves at and 
near the exhaust port is simplified, and 
the weight of the motor much reduced in 
comparison with other automobile engines. 
In its smaller sizes the engineers claim 
that an average of fifty miles on a single 
gallon. of gasoline or kerosene will be the 
general rule. It will be made in all sizes, 
from the small four.to the big six, and the 
horse power range will be from 16.9 to 
48.6 under the engine rating of the Socfety 
of Automobile Engineers. These motors 
will actually show from 380 to 100 horse 
power, according to the tests already made, 


Fuel Supply Significance, 


The tremendous significance contained In 
the news that leading factors in the Stand- 
ard Oil Company have become identified 
with the manufacure of an automobile 
motor that will deliver an average of fifty 
miles to the gallon of either gasoline or 
kerosene, lies in the fact that gasoline is 
much restricted in supply, and under the 
increasing demand from the automobile in- 
dustry is quite likely tajump to the thirty- 
cent level, while kerosene is heavy and 
sagging in price, owing to the lack of de- 
mand and the Increased supply produced in 
the distillation of the lighter oils, 

If the Rockefeller engine proves up. the 
various claims that are made for it, there 
need be no fear for the fuel supply even 
when the day arrives for this country to 
own 11,000,000 cars. In fact, the demand 
for fuel would be no greater then than 
it is now, which certainly means that 
under theyworking of the economic laws the 
price will not be materially higher. 

In addition to manufacturing a very radi- 
cal automobile engine, it is reported in 
much circumstantial detail that Standard 
Oil capital has concluded arrangements to 
form a corporation with the idea of tak- 
ing over a number of large automobile 
factories. The announcements made so far 
are that three companies are under con- 
sideration or have been purchased and that 
they will turn out 100,000 cars in the sea- 
son of 1915, which commences about a 
year hence. These cars are to sell at from 


$350 to $1,000. 
Oil Production Figures, 


Last year 220,000,000 barrels of crude 
oil were produced in this country. From 
it there were produced roughly 10,600,- 
000 barrels of motor gasoline. Less 
than 5 per cent. of the total crude oil 


was, therefore, available for motor pur- 
poses. However, after deducting one- 


half of the total supply of crude for 
all other purposes, inciuding fuel oils, 
lubricating oils, and residiuum, some 
ten. and one-half times the present 
amount, or 110,000,000 barrels, would re- 
main which could be used in internal 
combustion engines, provided the proper 
carburetor, or instrument for feeding 
it, were devised. This would mean an 
addition to the motor fuel supply of 
4,000,000,000 gallons, or an addition to 
the power supply of the country of 
some ,000,000,000 horse power hours. 

Many of those who have heard the 
persistent rumors that the Standard Oil 
interests were trying to buy up several 
of the automobile companies have won- 
dered whether the oil people were not 
willing to see the fuel question become so 
acute as to force many manufacturers 
into a position where they would have 
to sell out to them. 

The attitude of the Standard Of] Com- 
pany on the fuel question has been one 
of indifference, according to Henry M.

THIRTY DAYS OF MOURNING

LIVERPOOL, Sept. 12.—The body of 
Mayor William J. Gaynor lies in state 
to-night in the Town Hall of Liver- 
pool. The coffin, draped in the Stars 
and Stripes and the Union Jack, rests 
upon a catafalque, brought from West- 
minster Abbey, which has been used 
at the public funerals of England’s 
greatest dead, the last being Field 
Marshal Lord Wolseley. Surrounding 
it are huge candelabra, also from tha 
Abbey, while through the night 
details of British police in dress uni- 
form are on guard. All the flags on 
public buildings are at half mast. 

These tributes, unprecedented in the 
case of a foreigner, are due to the 
Lord Mayor of Liverpool, Sir Harwood 
Banner, M. P., acting on his own 
initiative, before receiving a cable to- 
night from Ardolph Kline, Mayor of 
New York, asking him to facilitate the 
shipment of the body on the Lusitania 
to-morrow. 


The Baltic docked at the Prince’s 
landing stage at 8:30 P. M. to-day, in 
the usual English drizzle; but 
hundreds of persons lined the pier, 
with bared heads. The body, which 
was carried in a special forward com- 
partment of the ship, inclosed in a lead 
coffin and a pine box covered with the 
American flag, was slid down the lug- 
gage chute, instead of carried on shore, 
on account ‘of the high tide, which 
raised the ship’s lower decks far above 
the pier. An undertaker sent from 
London by the American Embassy re- 
ceived the body, and it was carried 
along the pier for several hundred 
yards between bustling porters and 
passengers, followed only by the Lone 


don representatives of the American 
press. 
Police as Guard of Honor. 
At the pier exit were a hearse and 


the carriage of the Lord Mayor of 
Liverpool, surrounded by a detach- 
ment of mounted police. 

When the other passengers had all 
departed, Rufus Gaynor came ashore 
with Consult Horace Lee Washington, 


who took charge of the arrangements. 
The two entered the Lord Mayor’s 


earriage and the cortege proceeded 
slowly, without music, through packed 
streets to the Town Hall. 

The catafalque rested at the foot of 
the grand staircase leading to the 
State apartments, which are among 
the finest in England. Large wreaths 
were laid at the head and the foot of 
the coffin, one bearing the inscrip< 


tion: “ With the deepest sympathy 
of the Lord Mayor and citizens of 
Liverpool”; another bore the card of 
Consul and Mrs. Washington. } 


Rufus Gaynor Near Collapse. 


The Lord Mayor, who was unable 
to be present, was represented by hig 
secretary and his official staff. 

Rufus Gaynor, Consul Washington, 
and the press representatives gath- 
ered about the catafalque, while the 
police detail mounted guard. Rufus 
Gaynor, who was in a state of almest 
complete collapse, was taken by the 
Consul to the Adelphi Hotel. He will 
sail with his father’s body to-morrow, 

As soon as the Baltic docked, Rufus 
Gaynor received the American corre- 
spondents on board. He could scarce- 
ly control himself, but expressed his 
thanks for the messages received and 
the signal honor done his father by 
the English authorities. 

In response to the message of con- 
dolence from THE NEw York Times 
he said: “ Please tell everybody how 
grateful I am; I shall never be able 
to do it myself.” Z 

Early this evening the Lord Mayor

by the pilot at 5:30 P. M., as the steam-

Many of the 
first-cabin passengers did not know of 
it until the ship was made fast at her 
pier, and they were met by relatives and 
friends.

ATTEMPT TO BRIBE WALDO. 


Commissioner Won’t Tell About 
Offer Referred to by Gaynor. 


Police Commissroner’ Waldo was asked 
yesterday to tell about the alleged at- 


tempt on the part of a powerful Tam- 
many leader to bribe him into selling 
protection for gambling houses as 
told by Mayor Gaynor to James Creel- 
man, former President of the Civil 
Service Commission, just before the 
Mayor sailed for Europe.

When Mr. Lustgarten’s statement was 
shown to Commissioner Johnson he re- 
torted.

But Fears Move to Defeat Mitchel 
and Save Board of Estimate.

PRICES; SAYS BRYAN 


Also Increase Wages, Produc- 
tion, Imports, and Consumers’ 
Purchasing Power. 


SEES NO MILL ECONOMIES 


‘ 
Describes the Effect of the Currency 
Bill as Disintegrating the 
“Money Trust.’’ 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 12.—Secretary 
of State Bryan replied to criticisms of 
the Currency and Tariff bills this after- 
noon in an interview on the train from 
Phoenixville, Penn., to Woodbury, N 
J., after having delivered a Chautauqua 
address in the former town. 

Answering a question as to what, in 
his opinion, would be the effect of the 
Underwood bill on the country, he said: 

“*I believe it will increase production 
by reducing prices. In the case of 
woolen goods, it will also improve the 
quality. People can hereafter wear 


woolen goods who have heretofore worn 
shoddy clothing. The saving to the 
people will be very large—much larger 
than the decrease in revenue measures, 
provided, of course, the manufacturers 
added the tariff to the price of the 
home-made goods. If they did not add 
the tariff, they will not have to reduce 
their oes now.” 

Mr. Bryan was asked whether the new 
tariff would result in a decreased cost of 
living. 

“ Certainly it will,’ he answered, “if 
the people buy no more than they do 
now; but it is likely that with lower 
prices they will buy more, so that they 
will therefore live both better and 
cheaper.”’ 

Col. Bryan's attention was 
the predictions of protectionist manu- 
facturers that the Democratic tariff 
will necessitate closing mills, laying off 
men, reducing wages, and a general de- 
cline in trade. Asked whether there 
would be any necessity for retrench- 
ment, he said: 

‘No, if the manufacturers could, they 
would have decreased wages before. 
They do not pay wages as a matter of 
charity. They pay them because they 
have to. If the reduction in the’ tariff 

\ results in the lowering of prices, as I 
believe it will, it will create a larger de- 
mand, and this larger demand for prod- 
ucts will create a larger demand for 
labor. And the tendency will be to in- 
crease wages rather than lowering 
them.’’ 

“Do you think there is any just cause 
for the assumption of high tariff manu- 
facturers that they will have to shut 
down their mills because the bars will 
be let down to foreign competitors? ”’ 

‘‘Shutting up mills has been a _ po- 
litical rather than an economical diver- 
sion,’’ Mr. Bryan answered. ‘* You will 
find that some of the firms that thredat- 
en to close up if the tariff is reduced 
are exporting and selling abroad in com- 
petition with the world.”’ 

Secretary Bryan thought lower tariffs 
would greatiy stimulate foreign trade 
and bring greater commerce to American 
ports. 

‘‘Imports are likely to increase,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ but an increase in imports is en- 
tirely consistent with an increased de- 
mand for local products also. If, for in- 
stance, you decrease prices one-third, 
that one-third will not c entirely saved 
to consumers. They are likely to buy 
more, as stated, so that the net result 
will be that consumers will save a part 
of the reduction, while their increased 
purchases will be distributed over both 
imports and local manufactures. It is 
not a mathematical problem in which 
percentages can be stated with accuracy. 
One can only speak of the forces that 
will operate, and then make an esti- 
mate of the relative influence of these 
forces.’’ 

Mr. Bryan was then asked to outline 
his views on the general effect of the 
new Currency bill, and said: 

“The bill is intended to furnish a cur- 
rency that will respond te local de- 
mands. The machinery employed is, by 
this bill, put in the hands of the Gov- 
ernment, so far as the control is con- 
cerned. The four features that stand 
out prominently are,_first, that the 
money will be issued by the Govern- 
ment and loaned to the banks; second, 
the issuance of this money will be un- 
der the control of a board made up of 
public .officials; third, the State banks 
are given equal rights with national 
banks; fourth, the twelve regionai 
banks deal directly with Washington. 

“This breaks the control of a few 
financiers; it disintegrates the 
trust.’”’ . 

As to the criticisms that farmers, 
whom the framers of the bill sought to 
benefit by the establishment of the re- 
gional banks, would in reality be limit- 
ed by restrictions placed on the pro- 
visions for loans on farm land and time 
of loans, Mr. Bryan said: 

“JT don’t care to discuss the details of 
the bill, because they are not of great 
relative importance. The details can 
easily be changed if experience shows 
the change necessary.” 


Will Probably Be Named by Repub- 
lican State Convention. 


When the Republican State Conven- 
tion meets at Carnegie Hall on Tuesday, 
Sept. 23, to nominate a candidate for 
Chief Judge of the Court of Appeals 
and another candidate for Associate 
Judge of the same court, the choice 
for the former office will fall on Will- 


iam E. Werner of Rochester, now an 
Associate Judge of the court, it was 
said yesterday by Republican leaders. 
Supreme Court Justice Frank H. 
Hiscock of Syracuse, now acting as 
one of the additional Judges of the 
Court of Appeals, may be selected as 
the convention’s choice for Associate 
Judge. 

There will be 610 delegates to the con- 
vention, all of them to be elected at the 
primaries next Tuesday. This conven- 
tion will be the only one of any of the 
parties to be held. Under the new elec- 
tion law candidates must be designated 
by the State committees of the various 
parties, but the Republicans will make 
their’ choice in convention and submit 
the names selected to the Republican 
State Committee. 

The convention will be called to order 
at 11 o'clock by Jacob Gould Schurman, 
President of Cornell University. Sen- 
ator Elihu Root is expected to be pres- 
ent. Republicans said yesterday that 
Judge Werner's name was the only one 
that was being seriously considered for 
Chief Judge. 


POSSE KILLS A NEGRO. 


Bloodhounds Find His Body After 
Battle with Citizens and Deputies. 
CAIRO, Ill., Sept. 12.—One negro was 

killed and another wounded by a posse 

of citizens near Tamms, Ill, last night, 


following an attack on a storekeeper. 


Several negroes went into the store and 
tried to change a bill, which had been 
raised from’ $1 to _ $5. When_ the 
merchant refused to accept the bill the 
negroes drew revolvers and began firing 
as they backed out of the store. The 
storekeeper was not injured, but the 
citizens formed a posse and with Deputy 
Sheriffs started in pursuit of the 
negroes. 

A running fire was exchanged, but the 
megroes escaped. At midnight blood- 
hounds tracked them to a field south of 
Tamms. Here the lifeless body of one

Old New York to Be Seen in Cruik 
shank Collection. 


An interesting collection of rdre New 
York views has just been placed on ex- 
hibition by the New York Historical So- 


ciety in its building at Central Park Conferees 


West, between Seventy-sixth and Sev- 
enty-seventh Streets. The prints form 
the collection of Edwin A. Cruikshank, 
and have been loaned for the exhibition, 
which is the first time they have ever 
been available for public view. The 
collection numbers about 350 views, in- 
cluding engravings, aquatints, litho- 
graphs, and wood-cuts, and they show 
many curious and interesting landmarks 
of the city which have now passed 
away.

j at Broadway and Ann Street in 1865, 
the destruction of the Crystal Palace in 
Bryant Park in 1858, scenes of the 1885 
fire, and views depicting the life of tne 
firemen in the old volunteer days, when 
the men ran with the engines. 
Broadway is depicted in a number of 
different views, among which are some 


attractive panoramic scenes of the low- | 


er part of the thoroughfare from the 
Battery to Dey Street, when six-story 
buildings were the tallest structures.

c. Kennedy, formerly a mine workers’ 
official, who is now Secretary of the 
Kanawha Coal Association, made the 
charge. He said that at a miners’ meet- 
ing at Huntington, West Va., ‘‘ Mr. Wil- 
son told us a strike was necessary to 
\ 


win the anthracite strike in Pennsyl- 
vania.”’ 

Secretary Wilson to-night denied the 
statement of Mr. Kennedy. ‘I never 
ordered a sympathetic strike in the in- 
terest of miners anywhere,”’ he Said. 

Mr. Kennedy also. testified that 
‘Mother ’’ Jones, according to the ac- 
counts of the mine workers’ organiza- 
tion, had been paid $1,368 between June 
gnd November, 1912. 

Mr. Kennedy said he did not know of 
any coal operator in Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Indiana, or Illinois who had contributed 
money to organize mine workers in 
West Virginia, and admitted that op- 
erators in these States had _ fought 
unionizing the’ West Virginia miners. 

The Senate committee is engaged in 
investigating charges that an unlawful 
conspiracy was formed between the 
United Mine Workers and coal oper- 
ators in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and 
Western Pennsylvania to prevent the 
mining of coal at low wages in West 
Virginia. 

Operators of the Paint Creek and 
Cabin Creek fields te-day concluded the 
presentation of evidence to the commit- 
tee. On Monday .attorneys for the 
United Mine Workers will present rebut- 
tal witnesses, and the inquiry is expect- 
ed to close soon thereafter. 

The last Gay’s effort of the operators 
was to add more testimony on the point 
that the strike was caused by the United 
Mine Workers seeking to carry out their 
part of an unlawful agreement with op- 
erators in Western Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana, and Illinois to unionize the 
West Virginia mines. 

ARREST WOMAN AT PIER. 


Federal Agents Waiting for Em- 
bezzler Whea Ward Liner Arrives.

She said she had come to New York on 
a visit. However, she was locked up 
last night in the Amity Street Police 
Station to await arraignment this morn- 
ing in the Federal District Court. 


POLICEMAN SAVES A LIFE. 


Forced Poison Taker in Park to 
Swallow Milk and Butter. 


George Cousin, porter, living at 
Mills Hotel No. Thirty-sixth Street 
and Seventh Avenue, owes his life to 
Patrolman Ryan of the West Thirtieth 
Street Station, who revived him with 
an emetic of butter and milk after he 
had attempted suicide by swallowing 
hydrochloride acid in Bryant Park last 
night. The policeman was called to the 
park by a boy, who said he had seen a 
man drinking from a bottle labelled 
**poison.’’ The policeman ran into the 
park and found Cousin unconscious on 
a bench. Ryan sent the boy to a nearby 
restaurant for a pound of butter and 
some milk, and then he telephoned for 
an ambulance. 

A waiter from the Café des Beaux 
Arts returned with the boy, carrying 
the butter and a can of milk, and Ryan, 
mixing the two together, forced them 
down Cousin’s throat.

SPLIT ON IRON DUTIES 


House Opposes Freeing Coarse 
Grades, Contending That Tog Much 
Revenue Is Belng Sacrificed.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12. — Rapid 
progress in adjusting the differences be- 
tween the House and Senate over the 
Tariff bill was continued to-day by the 
conference committee. The only real 
obstacle encountered so far was the 
Senate amendment putting pig d other 
coarse grades of iron and ferrd-man- 
ganese on the free list. As a result of 
this difficulty practically the whole 
metal schedule was temporarily passed 
over, but the conferees feel that as soon 
as the one paragraph is straightened 
out the whole schedule will fall into 
shape without further delay. Mr. Un- 
derwood nad the House conferees insist, 
however, that too much revenue is being 
sacrificed by accessions to the free list. 
To-day’s session of the conference dis- 
posed of the schedules relating to glass 
and earthenware, wood and sugar and 
their manufactures, agricultural prod- 
ucts, (except two amendments tempo- 
rarily passed over,) and wines 
spirits. In the tobacco 
amendments were disposed of, and un- 


less the committee goes back to the 
metal schedules to-morrow morning 
cotton goods will be the next subject of 
discussion. 

The lower rates of the Senate amend- 


ments mostly prevailed, as was the case} 


yesterday. It has been realized all 
along that most of the Senate amend- 
ments are in the direction of perfecting 
the bill according to the general princi- 
ples laid down by the House committee. 
The reductions proposed by the Senate 
are expected to be popular, while the 
loss of revenue resulting will be partly, 
at least, offset by the increases in the 
surtax on incomes. 

In the earthenware schedule practi- 
cally all the Senate amendments were 
agreed to, The Senate rates on mica, 
however, were reduced and the phrase- 
ology waS somewhat modified. The 
House rate on manufactured mica was 
30 per cent., and on ground mica 15 per 
cent. The Senate amendment, while re- 
taining these rates on the House classi- 
fications, inserted new classifications on 
unmanufactured mica, with rates rang- 
ing from 4 cents a pound to 25 per cent. 
ad valorem. 

The Senate amendments to the wood 
schedule, except the tariff on tooth- 
picks, were adopted by the House. In 
the sugar schedule the Senate amend- 
ment fixing March 1, 1914, as the date 
on which the three-year reductions look- 
ing to free sugar would begin, was 
adopted. In the agricultural schedule 
the Senate amendments putting sheep

Gen. Panfilo, rebel, is reported to have 
taken Fresnillo in the State of Zacatecas, 
and to have scattered the Federal gar- 
rison of 300 men, capturing 56 prisoners, 
two Gatling guns, and much ammuni- 
tion.

BERLIN, Sept. 12.—It would be im- 


possible to exaggerate the bad im- 
pression created in Germany by what 


are called Secretary Bryan’s “ Chau- 
tauqua circus antics.” He is various- 


ly described by serious newspapers as 
“variety star’? and “clown,” and is 
the butt of ridicule on all hands. 

American diplomacy has not 


joyed a high reputation in Germany 
and its prestige is not likely to be in- 
creased here by the spectacle of a 
Secretary going on the same stage 
with jugglers, yodelers, and acrobats, 

All sorts of stories are finding their 
way into print in Germany regarding 
Bryan’s alleged unfitness to hold a 
position similar to those with which 
European statesmen identify the 
names of Grey, Delcassé, Lansdowne, 
Cambon, Aehrenthal, Kiderlen-Wich- 
ter, and John Hay. 

One newspaper asserts that it has 
authority for the statement that up to 
a few years ago Bryan’s ignorance of 
foreign affairs extended even to a 
lack of elementary knowledge of 
European geography. He is said to 
have asked Ambassador Charlemagne 
Tower once in Berlin to explain to 
him the difference between Prussia 
and Germany. He seemed in some 
doubt, so the story goes, as to wheth- 
er Prussia was in Germany or Ger- 
many in Prussia. 

While visiting Constantinople at 
about the same time, Bryan is said 
to have confused Bucharest with 
Budapest and to have made in con- 
sequence some bulls which plunged 
the members of the Constantinople

Paris Temps Says | Secretary’s 
Course Shows Lowered Ideals Here.

PARIS, Sept. 12.—Under the caption 
“Bryan’s Turn” Le Temps, which 
speaks for official France, comments 
sarcastically on the Secretary of 
State’s lectures, which it says are 
likely to lower the prestige of diplo- 
mats and statesmen the world over. 

“ Talleyrand, Metternich, and Gort- 
schakoff would have looked askance 
at Byran’s initiative. In our skeptical 
times, when diplomats are no longer 
taken seriously, his venture is still 
more dangerous. Bryan's tour is an- 
other proof of the small consideration 
attached to a political career across 
the Atlantic. In the United States 
this career is the ‘dernier des 
métiers.’ 

“Europe, however, does not prop- 
erly understand that America is being 
transformed more rapidly than any 
other country. The enormous immi- 
gration has swamped the old-time 
American ideals, which are now found 
only in towns like Boston. One can 
imagine what an American of the old 
race of Henry Cabot Lodge, or Olney, 
would have felt about Bryan’s circus 
spectacle, but there is an abyss be- 
tween the old-fashioned Americans 
and the popular masses. 

“The American Man in the Street 
takes as a matter of course what 
shocks us. That is why the Ameri- 
can Government often appears to us 


a monstrous paradox. 

“When one has foll@wed the tenor 
of Bryan’s political career one is less 
surprised to see him in a circus than 
in a Ministry. The onty thing we 
could not conceive of is why this 
loud-voiced orator was ever called to 
direct the Union’s diplomacy. The 
United States, like Russia, contains 
such an accumulation of human 
forces that it is able to afford to 
make such an experiment as this. 

“Washington now has on hand a 
serious conflict with Mexico, difficul- 
ties with Japan that are full of pit- 
falls, and delicate negotiations with 
Latin America.

RADIUM THEME OF DEBATE 


Women Cause a Flurry by Forming 
a Sub-Section in Psychology— 
Hint of Suffragette Plot.

BIRMINGHAM, -England., Sept. 12. 
The first event of to-day’s session 
of the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science was a full-dress 
debate of the leading authorities on 
radium. Mme, Curie, described by Sir 
Oliver Lodge as the greatest of all wo- 
men scientists, was one of the few wo- 
men attending the debate. She has 
the extreme modesty of genius, and 
could hardly be persuaded by Sir Oli- 
ver to take a front place or by the 
others to talk about herself and her 
work. 

Women are making a sub-section on 
psychology of their own. The older 
scientists deny that this is a science 
at all, and are vexed that it. receives 
s0 much attention. It is even sug- 
gested that the inclusion of the sec- 
tion is a suffragette plot. The prom- 
{se of a paper, asserting the Intellec- 
tual similarity of men and women in 
all the higher subjects is taken as 
corroboration of this unworthy sus- 
picion. 

Miss May Smith took precedence 
over other lecturers in the psychology 
section to-day. She has invented a 
machine, which tests fatigue. With 
this she made a long series of tests 
on herself with remarkable results. 
She deprived herself of sleep or great- 
ly curtailed the hours of sleep. The 
result was that sight, touch, and mind 
immediately improved in force and 
nicety, but the after results were 
lamentable. It took fifteen days to 
recover from the loss of sixteen hours 
of sleep. 

Heredity has taken an important 
plaee in the association’s discussions. 
Major. Hurst, owner of a _ breeding 
farm, brought out the point that it 
is now more or less established that 
certain qualities are only passed on! 
by one sex. This is the case of cer-| 
tain forms of short sight in men, but, 
the case reported to-day related to 
poultry. In regard to high egg yield 
hens only inherit through their sire, 
never through. the dam. There is 
some reason to believe this is also 
true in respect to milk-yielding quali- 
ties in cows. 

A paper read by Mr. Desbleds in 
the engineering section would suggest 
that ships of some kinds, and espe- 
cially canal barges, may soon be| 
driven by screws, revolving not in the 
water but in the air. By means of a 
16 horse power motor a barge carry- 
ing forty tons was easily propelled 
at a rate of four miles. The cost of 
transport was estimated to be less | 
than half the present cost of towing 
by horse. 

A lecturer on poultry provided one 
of the surprises of the agricultural 
section. W. H. Cadman has uncovered | 
the Egyptian secret of egg hatching. | 
The Egyptians turned out 130,000,000 | 
chickens a year from incubators, the 
form of which has only just become 
known. Each incubating oven, as now 
reproduced, contains 7,000 eggs, which 
are heated by very small fuel supplies | 
ef chopped straw and dung. For the| 
last ten days the heat is supplied by 
the energy developing in the chickens 
in .the egg. 

The lecturer, who is an examiner 
in. agricultural chemistry, thinks the 
introduction of this Egyptian incu- 
bator into England would revolutionize 
the industry.

BLOOD INJECTION CURE. 


French Physician Asserts Tests 
Have Proved Value of Discovery. 


Special Cable to THE NEW York TIMES. 

PARIS, Saturday, Sept. 138.—The| 
discovery of the curative value of in- 
jections of pure blood by a doctor who 
has already been bled fifteen times 
for the benefit of patients is reported 
this morning. 

As long ago as 1898 Prof. Dubard 
of Dijon saved the life of his daugh- 
ter, who was at the point of dying 
from gastroenteritis. Six hundred 
grammes of Dubard’s own blood was 
taken, and hours after 75 grammes, 
which had been preserved with ice, 
were injected in his daughter. The 
same quantity was injected in the 
evening. At the end of twenty-four 
hours there was great improvement. 

Recently, during an epidemic of in- 
fantile cholera and ‘gastroenteritis, 
out of seventeen children, treated at 
Dijon with fresh human blood injec- 
tions, eleven were saved. 

“JT had great difficulty in obtain- 
ing blood,’ says’ Prof. Dubard. “I 
furnished it fifteen times myself, The 
treatment is specially efficacious in 
cases of bronchial pneumonia, follow- 
ing gastroenteritis,”’ 

Dr. Dubard asserts that the injec- 
tion of a few hundred grammes of 
fresh human blood in cases of early 
tuberculosis and cancer will work 
wonders. He says it is possible to 
extract from a blood-cured patient 
substances that are capable of curing 
others suffering from the same com- 
plaint. A serious case of pneumonia, 
he adds, was cured in this way.

DIGGS ON STAND AGAIN. 


Denies Influencing White Slave 
Case Witness to Commit Perjury. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 12.—Both 
Maury I. Diggs, former State Architect, 
and Attorney Charles B. Harris of Sac- 
ramento, jointly accused of subornation 
of perjury in connection with the Diggs- 
Caminetti white slave cases, took the 
witness stand on their own. behalf to- 
day. Both denied the salient points in 
the testimony of Nellie Barton, the 
young woman who had sworn she was 
induced to act as a go-between bearing 
instructions to Marsha Warrington as 
to the story the latter should tell to 
enable Diggs to escape conviction for 
violation of the Mann act.

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$100,000 RARE ORGAN 
BOUGHTBY AMERICAN 


Frick Supposed to be Purchaser 
of One 300 Years Old, Re- 
markably Carved. 


WREN DESIGNED WOODWORK 





and Was Played on by

PARIS, Sept. 12.—What is described 


as the world’s finest organ, an instru- 


iment nearly 300 years old, together 


with some remarkable specimens of 
carved woodwork from a room of a 
house in Chester, England, have been 
bought by an American dealer for a 
wealthy collector, supposed to’ be 
Henry C. Frick. The price of the 
organ is said to be $100,000. 

The woodwork, which is now cross- 
ing the Atlantic, came from one of 
the houses in ‘the Rows.” The room 
it adorned was designed by Sir Chris- 
topher Wren at the request of the 
municipality for the city’s Mayor. 

The purchaser, Karl J. Freund, a 
New York dealer, who is now in‘Paris, 
feared to announce the purchase of 
the doors, paneling, and wainscoting 
while the woodwork was still in Eng- 
land, fearing that legal means might 
be devised to prevent their exporta- 
tion to the United States. 

The carvings are extraordinary. 
Their grace and richness are said to 
surpass even those of the great show- 
rooms at Hampton Court. 

Mr. Freund's other purchase is an 
organ made in 1625 by the renowned 
master artisan Nicolaus Mandescheit, 
the organ builder to the Nuremberg | 
Corporation. The instrument is of 
what is now termed large cabinet size. 
The keyboard is about three feet long. 
The case is carved in the bold style 
of the period and decorated with the 
enameled armorial bearings of a mas- 








Inside is the maker's portrait and a 
statement as to his age and honors. 
Saint-Saéns played on the instrument 
years ago and pronounced it to be 
almost miraculous in smoothness, 
delicacy, and tenderness of tone. 

Mr. Freund found the organ in an 
ancient chateau in the Ardennes re- 
gion of France, where, he says, it had 
been for more than 200 years. It is 
supposed to have been seized in the 
Rhenish Palatinate by an officer of 
the French King in the course of the 
looting of the palace at the time of 
the Thirty Years’ war. THE NEW 
York Times correspondent was pres- 
ent at a private performance on the 
organ this week, when it was played 
by the organist of the Church of St. 
Pierre de Montmartre. 

The shipment to New York will be} 
made before the end of the month. | 
The organ may be heard at private 
concerts in the coming Winter.

Shih-kai 
to Have Done So 


Yuan is Believed 


Already. 


GERMANS TO OFFICER ARMY 


Plan Financed by Krupps Will Meet 


Strong Opposition from 


Other Powers. 


PEKING, Sept. 12.—Orders issued to- 
day by Provisional President Yuan Shih- 
kai signify, it is belleved by foreign 
observers in Peking, that China has 
complied with the demands of the Japa- 
nese Government presented yesterday. 

The Japanese demands arose from the 

killing of three Japanese at Nanking, 
the maltreatment of a Consular mes- 
| senger, the torture of a Japanese Lieu- 
} tenant at Hankow, and the imprison- 
ment for two days of a Japanee Lieu- 
tenant at Shantung. Japan demanded 
an apology for the insults to the Japa- 
nese flag, the punishment of those re- 
sponsible, and the payment of an indem- 
nity. 

In the clash between Japanese and 
Chinese soldiers yesterday at Chang-tl, 
near Shan Hai-kwan, where the Japa- 
nese guard a section of the railway from 
Peking to the sea, one of the Japanese 

| sentbers was wounded and three Chi- 
nese were killed. The Chinese officer in 
command later sent an apology to the 
Japanese commander. 

It is persistently reported here that an 
agreement has been partly reached 
whereby China will employ one German 
Lieutenant General with a staff of six 
officers and an interpreter at Peking 
and also 200 German officers who are to 
be distributed throughout the country. 
The cost of the scheme will be $1,000,000, 
of which it is said the Krupp company 
will provide $250,000. 5 

While the report cannot be confirmed, 
lit is generally accepted as correct. The 
foreign legations here consider the mat- 
ter of the greatest importance, and 
strong opposition to it is expected. 

TOKIO, Sept. 12.—Among tne specific 
demands contained in the Japanese ulti- 
matum to China is the punishment of 
Gen. Chang Hsun, Commander of the 
Chinese Government forces at Nanking. 

Pending the reply of China to the 
Japanese note the newspapers of Tokio 
are mainly engaged in stiffening the 
backs of Government officials. One 
journal says to-day that if the assassi- 
nation of Abe, Director of the Political 
Bureau of the Japanese Foreign Office, 
results in stimulating the Cabinet to 
action he “ did not die in vain.

The arbitration of the demands of the 
conductors and trainmen of the FEast-

In each | 
of the railroad arbitrations the men | 
have depended chiefly on statisties to} 
show that wages should be increased | 
because the railroads are handling more 
tonnage per man than formerly, and 
because their profits have grown more 
rapidly than their payrolls. 

Mr. Warne, who was the first wit- 
ness called, was also employed as a 
statistician by the engineers when their | 
demands were arbitrated in the Sum- | 
mer of 1912. He has been a_ special 
agent for the Census Bureau, editor of 
The Railway World, and an official of | 
the National Civic Federation. 

His first tables, presented yesterday. | 
were to show the great increase in the | 
capacity of freight cars, in order to| 
support the contention that the work 
and responsibility of conductors and 
trainmen have increased. The tables 
had been made up from the reports of 
the railroads to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission for the decade 1902- 
1912.

JUDGE GRAY TILTS 
AT THE INCOME TAX 


It Means Double Taxation and 
Is Odious in Practical Admin- 
istration, Says Jurist. 


AN ARMY FOR COLLECTION 


But Benefits Resulting from Tariff 
Bill Will More Than Counter- 
balance This Defect. 


The income tax provision of the Tariff 
bill takes the place of a tax that pro- 
duced $50,000,000 or more in revenue at 
an insignificant cost in collection and 
creates a necessity for an army of in- 


quisitive officials, and, besides, means 
double taxation, in the opinion of Judge 


George Gray of Delaware, Chief Judge 
!of the Federal Court of Appeal of the 


Third Circuit and for fourteen years 
United States Senator from Delaware. 
Judge Gray arrived at the Belmont yes- 
terday from Lake Champlain, where he 
had been stopping since the close of the 
meeting of the American Bar Associa- 
tion at Montreal. 

“TIT rejoice that the Tariff bill has 
passed,”’ said Judge Gray. ‘ Naturally | 
there will be some changes made in 
conference, but none of a material na- 
ture. It is the first time in my public 
life that such & bill has been able to 
get through. | 

“The only criticism I have of the bill 
—and that does not make me less satis- 
fied with its passage—is its income tax 
feature. I have always believed in the 
Democratic doctrine of a tariff for rev- 
enue. If incidental protection came with 
the revenue it was all right, it did not 
hurt anybody. The tariff on sugar has 
been producing a revenue of $50,000,000 
to $60,000,000 a year without any appre- 
ciable cost of collection. This tax has 
been repealed to give place to the in- 
come tax, which, while it is perfectly 
fair in theory, is odious in practical ad- 
ministration. It makes necessary a host 
of officials, and gives rise to inquisi- 
torial methods and espionage which are 
always hateful. 

‘Besides, under our dual system, it 
makes for double taxation. Most States 
have now what is the equivalent of an 
income tax, and under our system of 
government that source of revenue 
should have been left to the States. It 
should be resorted to by the Federal 
Government, only in cases of emergency. 

“T do not believe any appreciable relief 
will come to the masses of people by the 
repeal of the tariff on sugar. However, 
all this is counterbalanced by the bene- 
fits that will come from the passage of

FIRES A SHOT AT BRYAN

“Big Tim” Sullivan, Congressman 
and Tammany leader, has been missing 
for thirteen days, and his family and 
friends admit that they are becoming 
anxious about him. Furthermore, it be- 
came known yesterday that claims ag- 
sregating hundreds of thousands of 
dollars have been filed against Mr. Sul- 
livan, and it was said if these claims 
were allowed by the courts the Bowery 
leader’s estate would‘ be embarrassed 
greatly, 

Larry Mulligan, Mr. Sullivan’s half- 
brother, said yesterday that, while he 
was worried by the leader’s long ab- 
sence, he had not given up hope that 
he would turn up unharmed eventually. 
It was reported yesterday that Mr. 
Sullivan had been found in a sanitarium 
near Brewster, N. Y., and that he was 
a patient there of Dr. Foster Kennedy, 
his physician. Dr, Kennedy denied this, 
and said that he had never heard of the 
sanitarium before the report was brought 
to his attention. 

‘““T have no idea where Tim is,” said 
Dr. Kennedy, ‘‘and if he is in a sani- 
tarium he is not there by my orders 
or advice, If he has been found, as I 
most certainly hope he has, I have 
not been informed of it.” 

Larry Mulligan, when asked about the 
report from Brewster, said that it was 
without foundation, and that he could 
not understand how it originated.

How 
they could ever have been lost is a 
mystery. Detective CROWLEY, who, 
with his companion VacHRIS, com- 
pleted the work of the slain PreTrRo- 
SINO, prepared the certificates with 


photographs and a card index.- How 
could the Police Department lose 
its indexed records of a band of crim- 
inals almost one-twelfth-as large as 
this city’s army of police? 


The criminals cannot now be de- 


ported. The police are not using the 
list to hunt.down the Black Handers 
who have terrorized a community of 
over half a million, so that while mur- 
ders and bomb explosions increase 
among them, complaints to the police 
have almost ceased. The Curran Com- 
mittee twice asked Commissioner 
Watpo to produce these certificates, 
without avail. The band of bomb 
users and murderers has been re- 
cruited since 1911, but nothing has 
been done by the police to obtain the 
records of the fresh arrivals and to 
deport them. The menace of the Black 
Hand, aided, it seems, by powerful 
political influences, has created a sit- 
uation in this city that is unprece- 
dented. It seems incredible that a 


great Italian population, equal to that 


of the City of Rome, should be over- 
ridden by desperadoes unchecked and 
unhindered by thesAmerican police. 


MAYOR KLINE. 


Mayor Kinet is a conspicuous exam- 
ple of a man who has had honors 
“thrust upon im,’ for he became 
President of the Board of Aldermen 


and Acting Mayor, through no effort 


of his own for advancement, and is 


now Mayor by chance. It is gratifying 
to note, in the circumstances, that 
the belief is general in his fitness to 
perform the duties of Chief Magistrate 
in his brief term. He has had ample 
experience in the city’s service. He 
was a member of the Board of Alder- 
men from 1904 until 1908, and, after 
brief service in the Custom House as 


an appraiser, was re-elected in 1911. 
When Mr. MITCHEE resigned the Presi- 


dency of the Board of Aldermen to 


accept the Collectorship of the Port; 


Mr. KLINE, who was Vice Chairman of 
the board, succeeded to the Presidency 
‘“automatically,’’ to use the popular 
phrase. He had served long and with 


great distinction in the National 
Guard,.from which he retired in 1906 


with the rank of Brigadier General. 
Thus far his services have been com- 
mendable, though he has not been con- 
spicuous until lately.. He is esteemed 
as a man of good principles and sound 


common sense, to be relied on to act 


with cool judgment and discretion in 
periods. when emotional excitement 
sways the public mind, and to main- 
tain his self-control in spite of popu- 
lar clamor. The fact that he is a Re- 


publican in politics is not expected to 
cause any sort of disturbance in the 


conduct of municipal affairs. It would 
be ill-advised to make _ needless 
changes in the important offices at 
this time, and there is no reason why 
the management of the various de- 
partments should not go on as at 
present. 

Mr. KLINer’s sudden elevation to a 
post of great prominence indicates how 
close is the relation of citizenship to, 
official responsibility under our sys- 
tem. To-day a man who, until less 
than a fortnight ago, was never spok- 
en of or thought of in connection with 
the Mayoralty is the Chief Magistrate 
of a great city, with all the heavy re- 
sponsibilities of the office resting upon 
him. It is, we repeat, a matter for 
public congratulation that these re- 
sponsibilities have fallen into the care 
of a man so safe in his judgment and 
so honest. 


TOO FAR. 

If the name of a New Haven loco- 
motive engineer appears at the head 
of a service list, his eyesight may be 
dimmed, his hearing affected, his 
judgment impaired, and he may be 
unfamiliar with the route, but he must 
be chosen in preference to a better 
qualified man who has been a less 
time in the service. Moreover, his 
qualifications shall not be decided 
upon by the Division Superintendent, 
but, if the question is raised, the com- 
mittee of,engineers may carry it over 
that official’s head. ‘This, in effect, 
is the reply transmitted by the New 
Haven Road’s Committee of Engi- 
neers to the request of General Man- 
ager Barpo that the rigid seniority 
rule of advancement be abolished. In 
vain President ELLIoTT appeals to the 
road’s employés to be loyal to the 
public, to observe the existing rules, 
and to adopt and accept cordially any 
further rules and regulations that 
make for, safety. His letter. seems 
pertinent: 


These rules refer to examination 
for vigion, for color sense, hearing, 
and, er certain conditions, other 
physical tests. The proposed rules are 
similar to those that are being used on 
other stanflard lines in the Eastern 
territory. 


Mr. Evans, Chairman of the Engi- 
neers’ Committee, flouts the new 
“ scientific” tests of vision, and de- 
clares war on the proposal to make 
final the decisions of Superintendcnts. 
He says: 

The rights of the engineers have 
progressed too far to give almost un- 
limited power to a Division or a Me- 
chanical Superintendent. 

They have progressed too far, cer- 
tainly—so far, in fact, that the engi- 
neers openly admit that runping past 
danger signals has become a habit 
with them, and the men casually re- 
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frequent exercise of the right of ap- 
peal from the Division Superintendent 
—until the ‘red letter’ men dash 
passengers to death in collisions. The 
public should take note of the arrogant 
and defiant tone of the engineers’ 
reply. 

The striking out of the seniority rule 


.would be the best possible measure for 


assuring safety to the traveling public 


over this demoralized road. Its sec- 
ond, and hardly less important, need 
is that its physical condition be re- 
newed. The railroad lacks steel cars 
because it lacks money, and it lacks 


money because of its great and un- 


warranted speculations in subsidiary 
property. President ELLioTT appeared 
the other day before the Massachu- 
setts Public Service Commission, testi- 
fying that the road could not meet 


its obligations of $46,000,000 due next 
December, nor spend $26,000,000 more 
for equipment chiefly needed in the 
purchase of steel passenger cars and 
better trackage without issuing new 
bonds for the total of these expendi- 
tures. 

President Rea of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, who is a Director of the 
New Haven Road, testified that the 
New England system is in dire need 
of money; it would be ruinous for the 
commission or any other body to order 
an immediate forced sale of the trol- 
ley roads and steamship holdings ac- 
quired under President MELLEN’s 
management. That is self-evident. 
The only recourse is to grant the peti- 
tion for the new bond issue. If it is 


denied the responsibility for future 


wrecks, so far as they are incurred by 
defective road equipment, will rest 
upon the commission that blocks this 
temporary but needed measure. And 


if Congress fails to take cognizance 


of the organized mutiny of the operat- 
ing trainmen against their railroad 
heads, that body will share in the re- 
sponsibility for future wrecks due to 
incompetence and rebellion.

A CONFLICT OF JURISDICTIONS. 


The impeachment of Gov. SULZER, 
like the escape of THAaw from Mat- 
teawan, has led to the exhibition of 
some strange peculiarities of the law. 
In deciding the Robin pardon case 


Supreme Court Justice HASBROUCK at 


Kingston declared that the Assembly 


“is the exclusive and final judge of 
“the occasion or time it. shall select 
“to impeach and of the acts of the 
‘Governor it may specify as grounds 
“for impeachment.” Also, the im- 


peachment power thus exercised by 


the Assembly ‘is beyond the control 
“of every court except the court em- 
“powered to try the impeached and 
‘find his guilt or innocence.” Yet 
a convenient taxpayer having been 


found in Rensselaer and an action 


being brought in his name, Supreme 
Court Justice Rupp at Albany, it is 
reported, has signed an order directed 
to the court of impeachment, calling 
upon that body to show cause why 
an absolute writ of prohibition should 


not be issued. And Senator SAGE is 
said to have accepted service of this 
order. 

It is not easy to see why he should 
accept service or pay any attention to 
the order. If the opinion of the State 
law officer or if the opinion of Justice 
HAsBrRoucK is sound, no Justice of the 
Supreme Court is in a position to 
issue orders to the highest judicial 
body known to the laws of the State, 
the impeachment court which will 
assemble at Albany on the 18th to 
hear and determine the case against 
Gov. SULZER. 


A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

To burn a copy of a book is not to 
destroy the book. The burning is, at 
the best, a poor way to express con- 
tempt for the book and its author. A 
thousand copies of the same book are 
likely to take the’ place of the burned 
volume, and there are many, far too 
many, persons who will want to read 
a book simply because its existence 
has been thus ignobly advertised. But 
the action of the members of the Cen- 
tury Club of San Francisco, however, 
in spite of its possible futility in 
checking the circulation of books 
which are likely to do more harm than 
good, is commendable. It is a good 
sign. These women of refinement 
have been awakened to the knowledge 
that by admitting to their library and 
encouraging the reading and discus- 
sion of certain books they have been 
sowing bad seed from which rank 
weeds grow. They have looked about 
them and taken cognizance of the ill 
effects of the loss of restraint, decent 
reticence, and irresponsible discussion 
of evil in social life, and they have 
experienced a wholesome revulsion of 
feeling. 

There are hopeful signs that decent 
people are beginning to feel that way 
all over the country. Already some 
who joined, with the best {ntentions, 
in the movement to make public, with 
all the repulsive details, the evils 
which threaten the health and well- 
being of society, have seen the error 
of their ways. They have noted, for 
one thing, how quickly such a move- 
ment bécomes commercialized, and 
how the various wide-awake mer- 
chants in the field of literature and. 
art and in other fields, too, seize upon 
it and turn it to pecuniary account. 
They have become aware of the loose- 
ness of conversation now tolerated in 
mixed society, of the tendency of irre- 
sponsible persons of all ages and both 
sexes to take part ih discussions 
which certainly improve neither their 
own morals nor their manners, and 
have, thus far, decreased not even the 
public show of the evils they profess 
hg be able to check.

COMMISSIONER CARLISLE’S WORK. 

The $50,000,000 pledged for high- 
ways in this State will not be wasted, 
we think, under men like Commissioh- 
er CARLISLE. Mr. CaRLIsLE has sub- 


jected to a competitive examination 
the applicants for the heads of his nine 


highway divisions and of their sub- 


divisions, and he has selected a few 


men whom he esteems as highly com- 
petent. The statute requires the di- 
vision of the great bond issue among 
the counties outside Greater New 
York, according to their population 


and area; this results in the unfair- 


ness of apportioning $3,000,000 to St. 
Lawrence County, which lies out of 
the way of regular traffic, and less 
Mri Car- 
LISLE will devote the $5,000,000 of the 
new issue thus far voted by the Legis- 
lature to connecting the main roads 
which have been built piecemeal 


throughout the State. 

A glance at the map of these roads, 
which begin nowhere and end no- 
where, shows the result of gross favor- 


itism in the past. The main roads 


built in future will be continuous, they 
will have concrete foundations, and 
they will outlast the fifty-year period 
of the bond issue. The previous issue 


of $50,000,000 was misspent upon 


roads that will ravel to pieces within 
fifteen years—some of them are al- 
ready obliterated. The so-called 
“feeder’’ highways will be of heavy 
macadam, sufficient to withstand the 


comparatively light traffic from the 


sparsely settled districts. It is to be 
sincerely hoped that the administra- 
tion of highways under Commissioner 
CARLISLE will mark a new and better 
era in road building.

action—in a paper read at the meeting 
of the American Public Health Associa- 


tion in Colorado Springs by Franz 
ScHNeErpER, Jr., one of the investigators 
working under the auspices of the Rus- 
sell Sage Foundation. He, it seems, 
has been collecting statistics as to the 
expenditures per capita in American cit- 
ies for the management and prevention 


of disease, and he has discovered that 


there is everywhere displayed in this 
matter an ‘‘economy’’ which, even 
from the financial standpoint, he holds 
to be a great and decidedly stupid ex- 
travagance. 

In 140 of our principal cities the money 
thus spent averages 48 cents per year 
for each inhabitant, of which only 83 
cents is used for preventive purposes. 
With the six largest cities left out, the 
average drops to 21 cents, and of that 
amount sometimes little and sometimes 
next to nothing goes for prevention. In 
Mr. ScCHNEIDER’s opinion, 50 cents a year 
per capita is the least that any city pre- 
tending to civilization and peopled by 
citizens decently enlightened as to the 
powers of science and the cost of dis- 
ease can afford to spend through its 
Board of Health, and he holds that in- 
telligent self-interest dictates raising 
that sum to a dollar or more. Thus in- 
creased, the expenditure would be far 
less than is everywhere made on the Po- 
lice and Fire Departments for reasons 
which, while good, certainly are not bet- 
ter than could be offered for the effect- 
ive financing of activities not less im- 
portant or less directly profitable. 

Not a fourth of the cities thus far ex- 
amined have housing codes and no more 
have medical inspection in their. schools 
or attempt any education of the public 
in health matters. Only a third of them 
have even the skeleton of a programme 
for the control of tuberculosis and not 
half make any serious attempt at baby- 
saving. In the vast_majority the indus- 
trial worker has no protection whatever 
from trade diseases, and hardly any- 
where is there yet even talk of control- 
ling the maladies most socially destruct- 
ive of all. 

Mr. ScHNEIDER apparently made the 
large assumption that to be efficient our 
Health Boards needed only more money, 
yet he must know that many of them, 
especially in the smaller towns, waste 
through ignorance or worse the greater 
part of their present appropriations. 
That fact, in a way, though a poor way, 
somewhat weakens the charge of stupid- 
ity made against the public.

One would like to 
believe, and can, 
Worse indeed, confidently 

Than “Curt.” enough hope, that 
he was an incorrect 
as well as a tactless underling of the 
White House to whom was rashly in- 
trusted: the task: of conveying to a re- 
porter the President’s answer to a ques- 
tion that had been sent in to him. This 
question was as to what he thought of 
current comment on. the participa- 
tion by his Secretary of State in a pub- 
lic entertainment that included the 
“turns’’ of magicians, yodlers, and 
other such luminaries of the variety or 
vaudeville stage. The reply as given 
was that ‘‘ President Witson isn’t wor- 
rying about what is said by people who 
don’t’ mind their own business.’’ 

That statement, our dispatch said, was 
courtly "" made. It naturally would be, 
by the sort of man capable of making 
it, for such a man would delight in af- 
fecting what he believed to be the air 
of impatient superiority to a representa- 
tive of the press, and he would be quite 
unable to understand the impression 
which either his. words or his manner 
were calculated to produce. 

Much more’ than probably President 
Wrison did say something indicative of 
irritation when asked to speak of a mat- 
ter that already, doubtless, had given 
him many a moment of troubled reflec- 
tion. It is at least remotely possible 
that, as a result of the difficulties and 
embarrassments which Mr. BryYan’s 
platform activities have created for him, 
he said something more or less like 
what his agent repeated. Being a man 
of sense and discretion, however, he 
could not have said it with any idea 
that it would go out as a Presidential 
utterance for the public to hear. 

And it is among the first and most im- 
portant duties of confidential attendants 
on officials heavily burdened with re- 
sponsibility to edit their hasty exclama- 
tions into seriousness and suavity. None 
knows. better than the President, or 
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‘Secretary of State is a public concern— 
a legitimate subject for anybody’s com- 
ment. It is a ‘‘ business ’’ that we have 
a duty, as well as a right to ‘ mind,” 
and while, in the existing circumstances, 
the President may reel a strong wish 
that we might neglect this particular 
duty, he' knows we won't, and doesn’t 
really expect it. Our reputation and 
peace of mind are involved as well as 
his. , 

Secretary Brran’s several—and vary- 
ing—explanations and defenses of his 
money-hunting excursions show that 
even he does not resent our interest in 
them as meddlesome or our criticisms as 
impertinent. And it would be far easier 
for him to make that mistake than for 
President Witson to do so. 


Three objections to the 

Baggage proposed placing of bag-

our correspondents. First, he said, this 
would. necessitate large expenditures in 
changing the present station arrange- 
ments for taking on and putting off 


Second, it would compel aboli- 
tion of the much-enjoyed ‘‘ observation 
ear.”* Third, it would not give the de- 
sired safety, for, in case of a rear col- 
lision, the baggage car, if steel, would 
be forced through or climb the cars in 
front. 

If these are the only arguments to be 
made against the plan, its advocates 
needn't be worried, for answers to each 
of them are easy. Many trains are 
already run with one or more baggage 
ears in the rear; therefore to run all 
trains that way would involve no great 
trouble and expense. As for observation 
cars, they are too few to need very 
serious consideration, and their joys, 
though real, would be abandoned readily 
by the minute fraction of the public that 
has them if its members were convinced. 
that the general safety depended on it. 


Lastly, the baggage car in the rear, even 


if of steel, would not have the prophe- 
sied ill-effects on other steel cars, and to 
any would be some little protection, 
whatever its material. 

These remarks do not constitute a de- 
mand for the suggested change; they 
only mean that it has certain apparent 


advantages the reality of which has not 
been disproved. 


LOWER FORMS OF LIFE. 


Philosophy and Science Have Failed 
to Explain Their Existence. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 


“E. L. C.” asks in Tor Times how we 
can account for the existence of some of the 
lower forms of animal life. ‘‘E. L. C.”’ is 
not the first and, I venture to say, will not 
be the last, to propound this question, which 
is a far deeper one than it would on the 
face of it appear to be. 

Fifteen centuries ago St. Augustine asked 


himself the same question, and, to explain 
the existence of repulsive and even harmful 
organisms, declared that both the animal 
and the vegetable kingdoms were cursed as 
a result of Adam’s disobedience. About three 
centuries later Bede, in his ‘‘ Hexaemeron,’’ 
confirmed and emphasized the view that 
‘‘fierce and poisonous animals were created 


for terrifying man (because God foresaw that 


he would sin), in order that he might be 
made aware of the final punishment of hell.”’ 
In the twelfth century Peter Lombard, in 
his ‘‘ Sententiae,’’ and later John Wesley 
and Martin Luther, expressed similar views. 

But since geology, anthropology, and eth- 
nology have irrefutably and irrevocably ex- 
ploded the legend of the creation of the ani- 
mals and man and of the latter’s sin and 
fall as narrated in our sacred books, all the 
theological reasoning regarding animals which 
was based on that story, and adhered to for 
centuries and centuries, ts no longer tenable. 
And yet it must be borne in mind that science 
herself has answered ‘“‘ E. L. C.’s’’ question 
only negatively, not positively. 

To my mind, the true answer is, and by 
the constitution of our faculties ever must 
remain, at least in the present state of exist- 
ence, an impenetrable mystery to us, inas- 
much as all attempted explanations are after 
all but guesses which do not admit of veri- 
fication. This conclusion conforms to the 
philosophy of Herbert Spencer, which teaches 
among other things that there is a certain 
boundary which the human intellect, from 
its very nature, cannot pierce, and that be- 
yond this limit is the unknown—possibly the 
unknowable.

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THE LAWLESS MILITANTS 


Cannot Escape by Pleading That 
Their Crimes Are Political. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Unless women demonstrate too thor- 
oughly their unfitness, as the English 
militants are doing, probably the suf- 
frage will ultimately be given them, for 
it is one of those things which can 
move in one direction and not in the 
other, Therefore I am not an active 
worker against it. Nevertheless I should 
be glad to utter-a protest against the 
admission to this country of any con- 
victed criminal such as Mrs. Pankhurst. 

Her partisans glorify her acts and say 
that there is no moral turpitude either 
in her own acts or in those to which she 
has incited others, because these were 
done in war for her cause. To my mind 
there is no more justification for this 
plea than in that of the McNamara 
brothers at Los Angeles. 

The militant suffragettes claim that 
they should be treated as political crim- 
inals, but when driven to define the 
difference under the law between these 
and others, one well-known sympathizer 
with Mrs. Pankhurst admitted that un- 
der his construction of the law Wilkes 
Booth should have been treated as a 
political criminal, and, therefore, by 
what seems the only natural inference, 
pardoned after a short imprisonment. 

If women insist on parading their sex 
as an excuse for systematic lawbreak- 
ing, does not the law of self-preserva- 
tion make it necessary to break up this 
parade? If so, what other ultimate re- 
source has society than that used by 
Gen. Butler in 1863 against very similar 
demonstrations by women? Those wo- 


men were probably as firmly convinced 


of the justice of their cause as are the 
militants of to-day. 

No one will wish to see Butler’s ex- 
pedient revived by authority, but is 
there not danger of its adoption by a 


mob if ever the mob feels its well-being 


involved and the special protection 
given women by the law and by cour- 
tesy is relaxed by the necessity of self-

LOW ENGINEERING SALARIES. 


Technical Training Often Makes 


Young Graduates Impractical. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your correspondent ‘‘ Civil Engineer” is 
perfectly correct in his statements regarding 
poor remuneration for engineering services. 
But there are engineers and engineers, and 
the great fault in the college man js in recog- 


nizing himself upon graduation from school 


as being a certain potent factor in the en- 
gineering world, who is supposed to receive 
@® certain sum, ‘‘ commensurate with his 
ability.*’ This ability iA questionable. 

The ordinary way that college men look 
upon a college coursé is as an automobile 
manufacturer looks upon his factory. All the 
machines turned out are equal in efficiency, 
and therefore each commands a fixed sum. 

The technical refinements practiced by a 
fledgling graduate in practical business are 
enough to kill about 50 per cent. of his effi- 
ciency right at the start. I have seen, for 
instance, on railroad work such men place 
grade stakes to millimeters between turn- 
ing points after being told by their superiors 
that centimeters would be close enough; but 
they insisted on these time-spending prac- 
tices, with the result that more practical 
men soon took thefr places. It seems to me 
that the salary of an engineer is dependent 
upon his judgment of engineering values; the 
appreciation of the extent to which technical 
requirements must be fulfilled and the tem- 
pering of technique by practical consider- 
ations which are developed through experi- 
ence, so that he can design and supervise the 
erection of engineering structures in the least 
possible time, leave them open to the least 
possible criticism, and feel, without pangs 
of conscience, that no dangers He-.even in 
their most unimportant details.

For a diversion, to give temporary encour- 
agement to the spirits of the moderate-sala- 
ried man, the cry goes up that a new tariff 
is to reduce the price of living. We amuse 
ourselves with the new plaything a few 
months, and at length find that instead of 
any reduction in living expenses the net re- 
sult ig an income tax of 1 per cent., so that 
a man on the princely salary of $3,000 will 
pay $30 more for his now sothewhat worn 
toy, and seek more sadly than ever some 
new balm, knowing that reductions in the 
prices of the essentials of living will never 
come.

The other day I saw a news dispatch which 
stated that a gentleman living in Newark had 
traveled for sixty-two years between that 
point and New York, a distance of nine 
miles, twice a day. On a basis of 300 days 
to the year, eighteen miles per day and sixty- 
two years the total mileage would be 334,- 
800, and this was considered a record. This 
does not allow for vacations, sickness, &c. 

I am acquainted with a gentleman living at 
Leetsdale, Penn., e the Pittsburgh, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago ailway, a part of the 
Pennsylvania system. This place is fifteen 
miles from Pittsburgh, and he has been 
traveling between these points since 1852. 
Deducting a total of twelye years for va- 
cations, sickness, some Winters spent in 
the city, &c., there would be forty-three years 
at thirty miles per day, 300 days per year, 
or a total of 387,000 miles, which is 52,200 
more miles than the Newark. record.

PRESIDENT WATCHES 
'y DAUGHTER IN PLAY 


Eleanor Wilson Appears in the 
Leading Role in ‘Bird Masque’ 
in New Hampshire. 


POETIC DRAMA AMONG PINES 


Margaret Wilson Shares in Honors 
with Her Song—Large Audience 
Helps Cause of Bird Lovers.

MERIDEN, N. H., Sept. 12.-—-In the 
presence of President and Mrs. Wilson 
and 400 Summer visitors from Cornish, 
N. H., Windsor, Vt., and the surround- 
ing county, “ Sanctuary—A Bird 
Masque,” by Percy Mackaye, was pre- 
sented in the Sanctuary of the Meriden 
Bird Club by members of the Summer 
colony, with Miss Kleanor Wilson, the 
President's youngest daughter, in the 
leading réle of Ornis, the bird spirit. 
Miss Margaret Wilson also sang during 
the play, but did not appear on the 
Stage. 


In the audience were many 


they were costumed in 
gZowns and coats and sat on rough 
wooden benches fixed on the slope of 
a hill at the foot of which was_ the 
stage. This was marked by logs behind 
which colored footlights threw a shad- 
owy light on the encircling pines. 

The play, # poetic plea for the preser- 
Vation of birds, was ideally given in a 


natural amphifheatre amid a grove of 
pines. Most /appropriately, also, was 
the loeation/in the unique woodland 
area of thirty acres, which, for three 
years, has served us a refuge for birds 
of all kinds which have fiocked there 
each year in increasing numbers. 

With all the poetry that the- talents 
ot a galaxy of famous artists could in- 
stil into a production essentially lyric, 
realism was the play’s most essential 
characteristic. It was no mere symbolic 
plea that the artists made. All around 
them were the definite tangible evi- 
dences of the work of preservation—the 
bird houses, the bird bath, the bird 
shelter—which served, also, as ‘‘ props ”’ 
in the piece, 

That the Wilson family did not en- 
lirely dominate the performance on the 
Stage or in the audience was proof of 
the informality and intimacy of their 
relationship with their fellow-colonists. 

The President and Mrs. Wilson ar- 
rived at the opening of the piece, the 
audience rising with one accord, but 
with that exception they were in no 
wise notable among the others. No ap- 
plause greeted the entrance of any of 
the actors, and no exception was made 
in the case of the Wilson girls, though

Filipinos Meet Fashion’s Demands. 

Piha cloth, an unusually sheer 
fabric inported from the Philippines, | 
is now on view at the Commercial Mu- | 
seum, Philadelphia. According to a re- 
port, this fabric so thin that it r4 
tains its transparency when doubled 
several times. Before the adoption of 
the diaphanous skirt it was considered | 
too thin for use outside of the tropics. 
The cloth {s made of half silk and halt 
pineapple fibre, and may be obtained | 
in all colors, stripes, and designs. It | 
can be bought at 25 cents a yard in the 
Philippines, but will probaWy sell at 
45 cents here. From what could be 
learned yesterday this fabric has not 
vet been brought to the attention of the | 
big stores here, and one buyer said that 
he doubted the wearing qualities olf 
such material. He said that its novelty 
would probably cause it to sell, how- 
ever. An importer specializing in sheer | 
materials ventured the opinion that it | 
was a coarse material, the threads of | 
which would not run evenly, and would | 
be knotted as was usually the case with | 
fabrics made on hand looms in tropical | 
countries.

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LESS WORK BUT MORE PAY. 


Wages Have Increased Rapidly De- 
spite Reduction of Hours of Labor.

$1.20 per day. Printing, dyeing, raw silk, 
and allied branches are not included in these 
statistics. 

There is a big field in India for the sale of 
flavoring syrups, essences, essential oils, 
and liquid colorings, in connection with the 
aerated water industry.

Another Sharp Upward Move- 
ment Carries U. P. Close to 
160—Other Stocks Strong. 


Without any fresh material on which 
to base expectations of a large extra 
cash dividend, the spirited advance in 
Union Pacific, which was interrupted 
on Thursday by profit taking and short 
selling, was resumed with a rush soon 
after the opening of yesterday’s ses- 
sion on the New York Stock Exchange. 
The easy gains scored by Union Pa- 
cific were soon followed by advances on 
a smaller scale in almost every issue, 
the railroad shares especially develop- 
ing unexpected strength from the rise 
in the leaders. 

Yesterday’s market would have in- 
duced a greater degree of confidence in 
the future course of prices had partici- 
pation in the buying been more general. 
There were certain indications on the 
surface of the day’s transactions that 
seemed to point to good generalship on 
the part of some of the prominent 
traders in taking advantage of the 


necessities of those brokers who had 


been selling Union Pacific short in an- 
ticipation of just such an announce- 
ment as was made after Thursday’s 
meeting of the Directors. This element 
on the Exchange was not by any means 
sure that the Harriman management 


would not eventually distribute a good- 


ly share of its Southern Pacific re- 
ceipts to the Union shareholders, but it 
felt that the sudden advance made on 
Wedrésday had been too precipitous, 
and should be followed by what is 
popularly spoken of as a “healthy ’”’ 
reaction. A scarcity of sellers who 


| might have been expected to be drawn 


out by an advance of five points in 
Union gave the bullish element a tech- 
nical advantage which it was quick to 
seize. Brokers’ said that the most 
striking feature of yesterday’s market 
was the absence of large blocks of 


Union Pacific pressing for sale. The 


upward movement was accompanied by 
relatively small purchases of stocks. 
In view of the fact that no material 
change in the business or transporta- 
tion outlook was made by any develop- 
ments in the past two days, the ease 
which most issues scored gains 
yesterday indicated either a greater 


degree of inherent strength in this mar- 
ket than had been suspected, or very 
manoeuvring by the big trad- 
Union closed within a quarter of 
a point of its highest price of the day 
with a net advance of 55 points; Ca- 
nadian Pacific moved up 25, and Read- 
with Steel, was less promi- 
nent than usual, gained 1%. There 
were signs of an awakened interest on 
part of a public which had par- 
in Stock Exchange transac- 
tions only to a very@slight extent in 
recent months, but the volume of sales, 
although the best in several days, was 
smaller than such a buoyant

THE NEW 
TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


London’s Small Part Part in the Rise. 


London's participation in our market 
yesterday, as far as it could be judged 
by transactions at the arbitrage rail, 
indicated that the strong advance of 
the leading speculative issues did not 
have its inception abroad. In fact, it 
was estimated that London sold a lit- 
tle more stock than it bought. In the 
rapid rise of Union Pacific during the 
last hour there was not much business 
done by cable, and what there was 
leaned toward the selling side. Traders 
chose to say that the activity and 
strength of Canadian Pacific and its 
subsidiaries, Wisconsin Central and 
Soo, in the early part of the session 
were the product of London purchases, 
and the argument that buying for for- 
eign account had begun after many 
days of apathy was used to advance 
the general list. This bit of reasoning, 
however, did not appeal especially to 
the more seasoned dealers in stocks, for 
Canadian Pacific is not the sort of stock 
to be selected as the medium of an 
awakened interest in the constructive 
side of values, whether from local or 
foreign sources. The more acceptable 
explanation of the rise of these shares 
was that investors had discovered that 
there was going to be a tremendous lot 
of grain to be moved in Canada this 
Fall,

August a Big Month for Bonds. 

Now that sufficient time has elapsed 
to permit the Wall Street bond houses 
to figure out the extent of their Au- 
gust sales, it is encouraging to the 


financial district to hear that the best 


business of the Summer has been re- 
ported. Some firms are willing to go 
further than this and say that they 
have not done a better month’s busi- 
ness in a year than in August, while 
one representative house with a long 
history is not averse to having it 
known that a busier month was never 
known in all the years of its exist- 
ence. To show how much better the 
past month was than the correspond- 
ing period of last year for this firm it 
was said yesterday that business in 
August, 1913, was 9214 per cent. heavier 
than in August, 1912. The investment 


demand in August of last year was be- 
low normal for the month, but an in- 
crease in the bond turnover of the ex- 
tent mentioned could not be considered 
anything else than huge even if busl- 
ness then had been exceedingly small, 
which it was not.

Dividend action by mining companies 
whose properties are in the Lake Su- 
perior region gave further evidence yes- 
terday of the effect of the prolonged 
strike following a reduction of the 
Calumet and Hecla’s quarterly disburse- 
ment a few days ago. It was learned 
that Directors of the Wolverine Mining 
Company had decided to postpone a 
vote on the semi-annual payment due 
on Oct. 1 until the strike was ended 
and the mines again producing ore. 
The company has been paying $10 ‘a 
year since the rate was lowered from 
$17.50 in 1908. The Copper Range Con- 
solidated Company cut its quarterly 
return to shareholders from 75 cents a 
Share to 50 cents. The latest news 
from the scene of trouble goes to show 
that the deadlock between employers 
and the union miners in the affected 
territory is holding as rigidly as at any 
time since the strike was called nine 
weeks ago.

A Boost for the Averages. 

It has been a long time since the 
railroad averages have been abvanced 
as much in a single day as they were 
yesterday. The average quotation of 
twenty-five leading railroad issues 
moved up .97, following a loss of .30 
on Thursday, and a gain-of .96 as a 
result of the Union Pacific expecta- 
tions, so well advertised, on Wednes- 
day. The industrials as a whole were 
as well favored as in Wednesday's 
market, but the recording of smaller 
gains in copper and One or two other 
issues which played a prominent part 
in Wednesday's advance made the aver- 
age gain .56 as against .66 in the session 
two days previous. The combined aver- 
ages accordingly advanced .76 as against 
the gain of .81 made on Wednesday.

Melons and Markets. 


For long periods in the past year or 
two the stock market has transacted 
only what might be called the irreduci- 
ble minimum amount of business, i. e.

On two days of the past week 
brokers had a reminder of the old days 
of big markets. To arouse widespread 
public participation in Stock Exchange 
dealings it is necessary to stimulate 
the popular imagination by unexpected 
happenings, which move prices up or 
down sharply. When the railroads are 
doing only what may be called routine 
business, and the industrials are keep- 
ing their plants only on full time, and no 
overtime to keep up with consumption; 
when there is little prospect of a change 
in dividends, a merger of competitors, or 
a distribution of assets, a fickle public 


takes only a casual interest in stock 
quotations. But let it be known that 
the Union Pacific has upward of $80,- 
000,000 in cash to dispose of, or that the 
American Can Company is getting ready 
to pay off some accumulated dividends, 
and curiosity is quickly stirred.

Appraisal for sensi 6. Lane Shows 
$3,000 Paid Ex-Senator. 


The appraisal of the estate of James 
G. Lane, filed yesterday, revealed that 
ex-Senator Stephen J. Stilwell, now in 
Sing Sing Prison for soliciting a bribe 
in his legislative capacity, got $3,206 in 
fees from the estate. One of his charges 
was $500 for arranging to compromise 
Mary Jane Clinton’s suit to oust the 
estate from certain Bronx realty, for 
$6,900. 

Stilwell was accused by Mrs. Clinton 
of having been a party to the conspir- 
acy by which she was defrauded of the 
property, a lot in\Westchester Square, 
the Bronx, appraised at $15,000, and 
which was worth $9,335 as a taxable 
asset of the estate, less mortgages. The 
Lane estate, which amounted to $33,726 
in gross, was reduced by deductions 
to $16,612. These deductions did not 


include the mortgages against the real 
estate.

NO TAX HEPE ON COX ESTATS| 


Broker’s Balance with His Firm 
Was Used Up In Stock Purchases. 


The estate of Mark T. Cox, a member 
of the firm of Robert Winthrop & Co., 
bankers and brokers, who died on March 
23, 1909, included no assets taxable in 
New York State, according to a supple- 
mental appraisal filed yesterday by In- 
heritance Tax Appraiser Cuddihy. An 
earlier report, filed on March 31, 1911, 
by Appraiser Yeareance, had held that 
$968,456 of the estate was taxable. 

Appraiser Cuddihy found, as Appralser 
Yeareance had done, that Cox’s account 
with the firm of which he was a half 
partner showed a cash balance of $1,517,- 
386. Testimony before Appraiser Cud- 
dihy by Charles William Cox of Short 
Hilis, N. J., a brother of the dead man, 
showed that this balance was offSet by 
payments from the estate of $1,616,624 
and $220,815 to take up stock accounts 
which he had carried with his own firm. 
Most of these accounts were taken up 
by paying a fraction of the indebtedness 
and taking a fraction of the stock, one- 
sixth in some cases and one- tenth in 
others. The biggest of these accounts 
was one of $1,142,000 for 6,146 shares of 
New Jersey Zinc. Mr, Cox also was 
Hable for his share of a bad loan of 
more than a quarter of a million dollars 


to a cement company, his brother testi- 
fied.

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TOMBS BADLY CONGESTED. 


735 Prisoners Now Confined There 
—Cells Intended to Hold 500. 


Probation Officers S. B. Ornitz and 
4 Daniel Kimball, attached to the Court 
of General Sessions, have received in 
’ the last two weeks more than thirty 
letters from prisoners awaiting trial in 
the Tombs, who have complained of the 
congested condition of the prison. 

Not for many years, it is said, has 


the Tombs been so overcrowded. ‘There 
@re now 735 prisoners there, of which 
fifty-two are women. There is a normal 
cell accommodation for only 500 pris- 
oners. The records show that the con- 
gestion began about Aug. 1. One year 
ago yesterday there were 404 prisoners, 
Of those now confined, 466 are held for 
General Sessions. 


Many of the letters written to the 


robation officers complain bitterly of 
he state of affairs. Most of the men, 
it is said, are compelled to share their 
cells with other prisoners. Many of those 
awaiting trial profess their innocence 
and ask that they be brought to trial 
immediately in order to escape further 
hardships. 

The principal cause of the overcrowd- 
ing is that only two of the six parts of 
General Sessions are now _ sitting. 
| Judges Rosalsky and Mulqueen are 
doing their best to relieve the conges- 
tion, but they are able to reach only 
five or six cases a day. Judge Mul- 

ueen is sitting in Part I., where mo- 
tions and pleadings come up, but in 
order to help he has been trying cases 
whenever he has found time. Part L 
was Judge O’Sullivan’s part, and no} 
successor has been appointed to fill the 
Vacancy caused by his death.

INDORSES PIORKOWSKI. 


Dr. Beattie, Who Brought Over 
Turtle Tuberculin, Speaks for It. 
Dr. William J. Beattie of Little 

N. H., former assistant to Prof. Pior- 

kowski of Berlin, in an article of bolas 

he is joint author with Dr. E. E. Myers 
of New York, assistant laryngologist at 
the Vanderbilt Clinic, Columbia Uni- 
versity, appearing in to-day’s issue of 

The New York Medical Journal, indorses 

the Piorkowski turtle tuberculin which 

he brought over with him some months 
ago. Drs. Beattie and Myers in the 
article say: 

“The tuberculin treatment, sternly re- 
jected after its unsuccessful introduction 
by Koch, has again become extremely 
popular. Max Piorkowski, working 
along the lines of Koch’s discovery, iso- 
lated a liv.ng antigen in the form of 
tubercule bacilli recovered from a turtle 
as far back at 1903. Since that time he 
has continued his researches on this 
subject and has at last succeeded in 
perfecting a tuberculin, produced from 
the tubercle bacilli of a cold-blooded 
animal—a certain species of turtle— 
which is non-yv rule nt, and with which 
he has successfully experimented in 
hundreds of cases during the past two 
years at his laboratories in Berlin. 

‘Tr was from Piorkowski's labora- 
tories that Dr. Franz F. Friedmann 
learned of the former’s work of isolat- 
ing a living antigen from the tubercle 
bacilli recoverded from the turtle serum, | 
and it was these living turtle tubercle | 
bacilli which Friedmann used, thinking 
he had Piorkowski's non- virulent turtle 
tuberculin. In this he was mistaken. In 
the light of the present it remains .or 
Friedmann to show that his particular} 
culture is permanently a virulent for the | 
human subject, which he has not done, 
and which he is unable to do. 

‘*Recent investigations with turtle 
tuberculin in VPiorkowski’s laboratory, 
made by Dr. W. J. Beattie of Littleton, 
N. H., have shown that tubercle bacilli, 
when grown in the blood serum of | 
turtles, (cold-blooded animals,) change 
quite distinctively its bacteriological 
characteristics, particularly in lesse ening | 
iis virulence and at the same time in- 
creasing its power to form antibodies in 
the blood of tuberculous patients. This 
turtle tuberculin acts as a direct stimu- 
lant to the antibodies of tuberculosis, 
exerting far greater beneficial effects 
than human tuberculin, even when the 
lattem is given in the most carefully 
guarded and graded doses. Further- 
more, turtle tuberculin produces only a 
very slight reaction, besides it possesses 
far greater immunizing properties than 
does human tuberculin with none of the 
latter’s untoward effects. 

**The most suitable cases are the in- 
cipient pulmonary, glandular, laryngeai, 
and joint cases. Advanced types of pul- 
monary tuberculosis and moribund cases 
of all types do not hold out the encour- 
eging possibilities for cure that the 
first and second stages do.’
